After going 
about 4 mile the horse prreered to fall on 
janding, and the jockey, with his foot entangled 
in the stirrup, was dragged a dozen yards of 
go. Then the horse of his own account pulled 
up and the jockey was released, but it was 
evident he was badiy injured. He was promptly 
conveved to the well-equipped ambulaace room 
which -J subsequently visited to ascertain that 
á very grave view was taken of the case. “He 
is very “dangerously injured, and it is doubtful 
“if he can be removed to ihe local hospital,” 
remarked the nurse; “ no bones are broken 
and there is no concussion—at least, not to 
cause paralysis—but the head is severely in- 
jured. He was probably kicked after losing 
consciousness.” A couple of hours later the sa 
news was conveyed that Cheshire had succumbed 
to his injuries. 

The deceased jockey, who was apprenticed to 
Major Edwards and rode a good deal for the 
iate P. Hartigan’s stable on the flat, will be 
remembéred as winning the City and Suburban 
on Drinmore. He has more recently been 
eepnected with Moran’s etable. Cheshire, I 
ynderstand, leaves a wife and three children. 

The race in which the accident occurred was 
won by Gay Scholar, owned by Lady Torring- 
ton, but ranning im the colours of his trainer, 
Poole. It was common property thai the 
horse had been tried as useful with Simon's 
Craft, and this was probably correct, judging 
by his style of running, 

It does not speak well of present-day fencers

FATAL ACCIDENT TO A 
JOCKEY.

F. CHESHIRE KILLED. 


A sad accident was associated with the running 
of the Oxshett Hardie Handicap at Sandown Park 
on Saturday. whereby the jockey, F. Cheshire, lost 
his life. His mount, Cormac, came down after 
going about seven furlongs, and he was dragged 
several yards through being unable to get his left 
foot out of the stirrup. e was promptly picked 
up and taken back on an ambulance, but his 
injuries were such that he died in the paddock 
hospital without regaining consciousness. Cheshire 
was originally apprenticed to Robson, the Wantage 
trainer, and had a fair amount of riding on the 
flat, bet without gaining much distinction. His 
most important success was on the late Mr. George 
Edwardes’s Irish-bred horse, Drinmore, in the City 
and Suburban of 1915, when he got home by a 
head from Limon. He also, on the same horse, 
von the TPurdan« Plate at the Epsom Summer 
Meeting. During the present year he had ridden 
on the flat as well as under National Hunt Rules, 

winning twice and six times under those respective 
codes. Cheshire was a married ‘man, and his 
tragic end will be much regretted in racing circles.

Trinity College and Ireland. 


The Board of Trinity College, Dublin, 
has thrown its weight on the side of Irish 
settlement. It has been charged on many 
occasions with extreme conservatism and 
undue caution: but there is no trace of 
either quality in the resolution which we 
print to-day. The Board hopes that the 
six members of Parliament for Dublin 
University will support the Treaty of 
Peace. It holds that, if peace really 
comes, and establishes happier conditions 
in this country, Trinity College men ought 


‘to take an active and sympathetic part in 


the creation of the new TIreland.. We 
believe that the nation will welcome this 
resolution and we know that all members 
of Dublin University, young and old,’ will 
thank the Board for it. The resolution is 
not merely a polite or politic expression 
of gogd-will. It is a sincere, and even a 
bold, committal of a great institution and* 
its fortunes to the care of the Irish people. 
Under the Government of Ireland Act 
Dublin University has two representatives 


.in the Imperial Parliament and four in 


the Parliament of Southern Ireland. 
Under the same Act an annual grant of 
£30,000 is guaranteed to Trinity College 
out of moneys’ provided. by the latter 
Parliament. The two members at West- 
minster will disappear when the Irish 
Free State comes into existence. The 
nature of the University’s representation 
in the Parliament of the Free State is a 
matter for future arrangement, So, too, 
is the question of a grant from that 
Parliament. No doubt, these matters! 
have been discussed in London, and the 
University may have received assurances 
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under both beads. Assurances, beaver, 


are not legal contracts. The Board of 
Prinity College puts its faith in Irish 
democracy before a single line of the pro- 
posed Act of Settlement has been drafted. 

During recent years Trinity College has 
sent from her schools thousands of young 
men “who,* wherever they may go, will 
carry with them the stamp of her train- 
ing—the intellectual culture and the broad 
outlook on life that only a liberal educa- 
tion: can give. Hitherto she has trained 
most of them for export. If the promised 
peace means that hereaiter the majority 
of such men will be able to find careers 
at home, the future will be bright with 
hope for Trinity College and for Ireland. 
The College has been always a national as 
well as an Imperial institution. Under a 
happy settlement~it would become more 
national without becoming less Imperial. 
Peace will be the first condition of such ex- 
pansion ; “a fair field and no favour” will 
be the second. When the Free State is 
founded its Government will have an 
immediate opportunity of proving itself 
worthy of Trinity College’s unhesitating 
trust in the Irish people. It has been 
predicted frequently of late that a self- 
governing Ireland will be launched with 
many blunders—the result of inexperience 
in the complicated business of administra- 
tion. Is it forgotten that some of the 
finest living administrators are Irishmen 
who are now serving’ the Empire in India, 
Egypt, Palestine, and the Dominions? A 
large number of these are Trinity College 
graduates, and some of them are ad- 
ministering the high, the low, and the 
middle justice in provinces at least as big 
as the whole of Ireland. If the Irish Free 
State will call such men to her service, 
we do not doubt that they will come 
gladly. Their place in the machine of 
Irish government would be an earnest of 
two things—that the machine would work 
smoothly and that the new Ireland had an 
equal welcome for all her sons. 

A week ago we might have indulged 
these hopes more confidently than we can 
indulge them to-day. The quarrel in the 
ranks of Sinn Fein has brought back to 
the horizon clouds which the good news 
from Downing street had dissipated. * It 
appears that Wednesday's meeting of 
Dail Eireann will be confined to Sinn: Fein 
members of the two Irish Parliaments. 
No body of Irishmen, however, waits more 
anxiously on its decision than the loyalist 
minority ef the. South and West. The 
settlement which they are prepared to 
welcome is a genuine and unanimous 
settlement based upon the fullest recogni- 
tion of Ireland's place in the community 
of the British Empire, Now Mr. de Valera 
has repudiated his own “ plenipotentiaries,’”’ 
There seems to be a possibility that the 
long chapter of Irish strife and suffering 
is not yet closed. We fear that, if. Wed- 
nesday’s decision does not close the 
chapter, lock the book, and put it away 
for ever, much of .the good work of the 
Downing street rapprochement will be 
undone. Any large measure of support 
for Mr. de Valera and his irreconcilables 
will compel the Southern loyalists to feel 
that their hopes have been premature and 
that their future is still dark with danger 
and disappointment.

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The Railway Crisis. 


The All-Ireland delegate meeting of rail- 
waymen of every grade was held in Dublin 
yesterday, and two important resolutions 
were passed. In the first place, the dele- 
gates were unanimous in their rejection of 
the Carrigan award, and decided to give 
notice to the companies that, “ rather than 
submit to such degrading conditions,”’ they 
would cease work altogether. This resolu- 
tion amounts to an ‘ultimatum, but no 
time-limit is mentioned. The other reso- 
lution was far more sensible. It called 
upon the Government, or “ Governments,”’ 
of Ireland to hold an inquiry into the 
administration of the thirty-two railways 
in the country and to fix a new policy for 
the future. Thus far we find no fault 
with the men’s request, but they are 
not content to ask for an inquiry. They 
demand that, pending its result, there shall 
be no interference with the standardisa- 
tion conditions as they existed on August 
15th. Not only, therefore, do they refuse 
to accept the Carrigan award, but they 
refuse to accept the verdict of the London 
Tribunal before it has been given. They 
have appointed a National Emergency 
Committce to give effect to their resolu- 
tions, apparently ignoring the Executive 
of the National Union of Railwaymen, 
which, we should have thought, has at 
least a right to Le consulted. The Irish 
railwaymen are playing with fire. : 
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Chemical Warfare. 


According to a message from Washing- 
ton, the Advisory Committee of the 
American Delegation to the Armament 
Conference has recommended the complete 
abandonment of chemical warfare in all its 
forms. The .report embodying this im- 
portant recommendation was drafted "by 
General Pershing, and ‘the mass of 
civilised opinion will support General 
Pershing’s view. The science of chemistry 
is only in its infancy. Who knows what 
new and dreadful weapons are being 
forged even now in the laboratories of 
Europe and America? It was reported 
recently that somebody had invented a 
liquid, three drops of which, applied td 
the skin, would kill a man. The possi- 
bilities of scientific destruction are virtu- 
ally limitless and the mind shudders at 
the thought of what the future may hold 
in store. Everybody hopes that the Wash- 
ington Conference will succeed in bringing 
abgut a general reduction in armaments. 
Its whole” purpose, however, will be 
thwarted if General Pershing’s proposal 
is defeated. We hope that the British 
delegates will throw,:all their influence

He had 
a very successful career at the Bar, to 
which he was called over sixty years ago, 
and was Lord Chancellor for ten years,

cadés of the nineteenth century! Mr. 
Frederic Harrison, who is Lord Halsbury’s 
junior by only eight years, is still 
writing books, and Viscount Morley, who 
was born in the year of Queen Victoria's 
Coronation, will move the Address in reply 
to the King’s Speech in the House of 
Lords on Wednesday. Britain has reason 
to be proud of *.er splendid veterans, of 
whom Lord Halsbury was, perhaps,: the 
greatest.

Heralds must be chosen from among those 
who have at le-st a rudimentary know- 
ledge of the work of the craftsman and 
designer—“ from those, in fact, who are 
not insensible to the great possibilities of 
heraldry as a decorative art. “ The lecturer 
argued that eng 4p may be used to great 
advantage even in these commercial times. 
It is invaluable to the decorator of church 
memorials and even ‘to private dwelling- 
houses, while china and glass for domestic 
uses can be embellished by its designs. 
Sir Nevile Wilkinson’s plea for his art is 
very opportune. The ancient office of 
Ulster King of Arms will be transferred 
by the Crown to the new Irish Free State.

ORCHESTRAL CONCERT. 


THE MATER SERIES. 


Greig, Schubert, Wagner, and Beethoven were 
lrawn upon for the orchestral programune 
yesterday afternoon at La Scala Theatre, from 
which, with Mr. Vincent O’Brien conducting, 
some idea of the interesting nature of the con- 
cert can be gathered. ° 

The orchestra was at its best in the “ Lohen- 
grin” selection. The leading motife of the 
musice-drama were cleverly handled, and led up 
to a fine massing in the “ Prelude,” which made 
a splendid climax. Mr. O’Brien repeated this 
last movement, when we liked it even better 
than before. From Beethoven, the Scherzo of 
the Second Symphony was made the more in- 
teresting through the Berlioz programme-notes. 
But, though thought and care were evident in 
the performance, we missed the abandon and in- 
fectious gaiety that should mark the “ passing” 
of the theme-fragments between the instru- 
ments. This was the first of the Scherzos, which 
left Beethoven's mark indelibly on the 
Symphony as a form, and we hope to hear the 
others in due course at these progressive con- 
certs. It is very sensible to give single move- 
ments alone, such as this, when, perhaps, the 
work in entirety might hardly be in place

Schubert's “ Rosamund” Overtures, with 
a wealth of poetical ideas, was treated sympa- 
thetically, the undercurrent of accompaniment 
was delightful, and the strong romantic colour 
w.s crisply painted. In the Greig “Symphonic 
Dances” the string work was unusually fine, 
and helped to pronounce the character of the 
work, which was full of life and vigour. Among 
these classic examples, it was good to find the 
work of a Clonmel musician—Mr. ’. Scott 
Minchin. This was the suite, “ Wayside 
Sketches.” Through it runs a free melodic 
vein, certain original grace in orchestral effects, 
and more than promise of further descriptive 
writing. It is not the least attraction of these 
concerts that they are-a means to bring such 
works to the light. 

The singers were Mr. George Baker and Miss 
Florence Howley. The latter sang the Saint 
Saéns aria, “ Fair Spring is Returning,” very 
well, indeed, her musical contralto helped by 
fine strings in the orchestral accompaniment. 
Stanford's “ The Chapel on the Hill” and the 
MecMorrough Cradle Song were also successful, 
but quite eclipsed by the “Shadow” song and 
“Sink Red Sun,” encores which brought out 
well the decided colour of her voice-changes,

Mr. George Baker in “Zargo al Factotum” 
(Rossini) and “ Sea Fever” (John Ireland) sang 
with some disiinction and pleasant baritone. 
‘In Summer Time on Bredon” was taken too 
rapidly. “ Jnrictus’’ and “ Onaway, Beloved ” 
showed Mr. Baker's adoption of the present-day 
leaning to the sacrifice of the music to the 
sense of the words. The songs “I Pitched my 
Lonely Caravan” (Eric Coates) and that from 
the “ Omar” cycle, together with parts of the 
Coleridge-Taylor, however, were sung with both 
good feeling, musical sense; and very pleasant 
verse. Mr. Baker sang many encores, and, 
hing exhausted hig music, sang nine to his 
own accompaniments. The previous accompant- 
ments had been capably played in this, as in 
other concerts, by Miss Lucy Leenane, . 


GAIETY. THEATRE: 
“ JULIUS CAESAR” ANR 
* “ MACBETH.” 


The successful fortnight’s engagement of Mr. 
Charles Doran and his Shakespearean Company 
at the Gaiety Theatre came to a close on Satur- 
day last when “ Julius Caesar” was performed 
at the matinée and “ Macbeth” at night. Both 
performances were largely attended, particularly 
that at night, when there was not a vacant 
seat in the theatre. Notices of the acting in the 
tragedies have already appeared in these 
columns, and it only remains to be said that 
the performances constituted two of the most 
pleasing representations of the great dramatist’s 
work seen in Dublin for quite a long period, 

A special word of praise is due to Miss Edith 
Sharpe, who, as Calpurnia, the wife of Cesar, 
and as Lady Macbeth, proved herself an 
emotional. actress of quite exceptional gifts, and 
shared with Mr. Doran the honours of a most 
successful engagement. At the fall of the 
curtain on “ Macheth” the theatre rang with 
applause, and the principal artists were again 
and again called before. the curtain, 

In response to peremptory calls for a speech, 
Mr. Doran briefly addressed the audience. He " 
said that he had received such kindness in 
Dublin for the past fortnight that they had 
bereft him of all words—their enthusiasm, their 
patience, and their continued kindness to him- 
self and his company had piled up a debt that 
they could never repay, but he would add that 
so long as he remained on “ this side of the 
curtain” it would be his endeavour to give 
them of his best, and to serve them faithfully 
and well. The audience had been with them at 
Elsinore, to bleak Drunsinane, into the sylvan 
glades of the forest of Arden, to Orsino’s Court. 
and to Prosperos enchanted isle, and they had 
entered into these places with the fulness of 
enjoyment. It was a splendid thing to know 
that at this juncture in the country’s history

DR. GREGG’S ADVICE TO

At the conclusion of his eermon in Baggot- 
rath Church, Dublin, vesterday, the Archbishop 
of Dublin spoke of the prospects of peace im 
Ireland.

But until such acceptance 
has been officially registered, said the Arch- 
bishop, we:must remember that Ireland has not 
signed its name to the contract. 

If Ireland as a whole had accepted the Union 
I cannot doubt, for my own part, that the 
Union was the wisest system for us to live 
under. But Irelend did not continue satisfied 
under the Union, and so, when British states- 
men in growing numbers themselves began to 
condemn it, it was only a matter of time that 
what has happened should happen. It was only 
natural that when, with the end of the war, 
the rights of small nations received recogriition 
on the Continent, the same principle should 
operate with particular intensity in connection 
with Ireland. We may regard this week's 
settlement as one of the direct results of the 
great war. 


LOYALTY AND GOOD-WILL. 


We may not all like the facts; many of us 
had no desire for a chance of Constitution. But 
it will be our wisdom to acknowledge them and 
reckon with them. Ireland in future must de- 
pend upon itself a great dea] more than it has 
had to do. It concerns us “yy that 
we ehould have a strosg, capabte, and 
wise government. If we are badly governed 
the Irish people, and nobody else, are the 
losers. And, therefore, it concerns us all to 
offer to the Irish Free State, so shortly to be 
constituted, our lovalty and our good-will. — 

I believe that there is a genuine disposition 
on the part of those from whom we have so 
long differed in political outlook to make room 
for us, and to welcome our co-oreration. And 
we should be wrong, politically and religiovsly, 
to reject their advances.

DEATH IN HIS. 
99TH YEAR. 


LIVED UNDER ,FIVE 
SOVEREIGNS.

The death took place yesterday morning: 
at his. London residence, 4 Ennismore 
Gardens, of Lord Halsbury, the famous 
lawyer, statesman, and ex-Lord Chancellor 
of England. i 

Lord Halsbury's death was due to in- 
fluenza from which he had been suffering 
for three days. He was in his ninety- 
ninth year, and he attributed his wonder- 
ful vitality to hard work and an aversion 
to tobacco, 


WONDERFUL CAREER. 
——— 

GREAT CRIMINAL 
LAW YER. 


Lord Halsbury was in many respects one of: 
the most outstanding personalities of his time. 
The son of Stanley Lees Giffard, barrister-at- 
law, and Susanna, daughter of Mr. Frank 
Moran, J.P., of Downhill, County Mayo, Har- 
dinge Stanley was born in London, and lived 
there for almost the whole of his life. . 

At Merton College he had ‘a _ conspicuous 
career, and, possessing a distinctively legal turn 
of mind, he was called to the Bar in 1850 while 
yet an undergraduate. Criminal Law was his 


his analytical faculties, and he rapidly became 
one of the most successful practitioners at the 
Central Criminal Court. 

He took silk in 1865, and amongst the remark- 
able trials in which he was engaged was the 
Tichborne case, which lasted from 1871 to 1874— 
the longest trial known in England; and the 
Overcnd and Gurney case. ‘ 

Mr. Giffard was now at the head of hjs pro- 
fession, but he was still without a seat in Par- 
liament. Ile had already, in 1868, «:msuccess- 
fully contested Cardiff in the Conservative in- 
terest. A second appeal to that constituency im 
1874 was attended by a like negative result. In 
1875 Mr. Disraeli came into power, and hy his 
appointment Mr. Giffard, who was then Chair- 
man- of the Carmarthenshire Quarter Sessions, 
became Solicitor-General, receiving at the same 
time the customary knighthood. 

But he still lacked a seat, and it was not 
until 1877 that he sucteeded in securing the 
suffrages of Launceston, a borough which he 
continued to iepresent until. the close of his 
career in the House of Commons, eight years 
later. 

It had been a common saying, «<lmost re- 
garded as implying a fixed rule, that no 
criminal lawyer ever reached the Woolsack. 
It remained, however, for Sir Hardinge 
Giffard to break it. His appointment as Lord 
Chancellor, in -1885, afforded general satisfac- 
tion; it was an admittedly fitting recognition of 
the great position to which he had attained. by 
his personal efforts. On June 26, 1885, he was 
created Baron Halsbury, and took his place in 
the House of Lords. ; 

His first period of office as Chancellor was 
short, but he resumed. the dignity in 1886, hold- 
ing it until 1892, and ‘again from 1895 to 1905. 
Broken only by the brief Liberal Ministries of 
1886 and 1892-1895, his tenure was thus longer 
than that of any Lord Chancellor since the time 
of Lord Eldon im the: early days of the nine- 
teenth ceniury. On January 17, 1898, he was 
advanced im the Peerage to the dignities of 
Viscount’ Tiverton and Earl of Halsbury. 


LIFE UNDER FIVE SOVEREIGNS. 

Throughout the whole of his brilliant career 
at the Bar, Lord Halsburvy's , extraordinary 
grasp of legal principles, together with the rare 
intellectual power displayed in their application, 
placed him in the very front rank among con- 
temporary jurists. 

The same qualities, still more conspicuously 
manifested after his accession to the Woolsack, 
secured for him an historic emimence among 
the Conservative Lord Chancellors of England. 
His shuvkstectilie tenacity of purpose was 
strikingly illustrated in dealing with the some- 
what vexed question of land registration and 
transfer. . 

The oldest of all Lord Chancellors, Lord Hals- 
bury was 85 yearsyof age when he began the 
on the Throne, and Byron, Coleridge, and Sir 
published in twenty volumes, under the title 
“The Laws of England.” 

Few men have had the privilege of bestowing 
so much patronage as Lord Halsbury. During 
the period of his Lord Chancellorship he made 
sevenieen judges in the Queen’s Bench Division, 
eight in the Chancery Division, and three jn 
the Probate Division. 

During his long life, Lord Halsbury saw five 
Sovereigns succced to the Throne of Great 
Britain. When he was born George IV. was 
on the Throne, and Byron Coleridge and Sir 
Walter Scott wer? stil) living. 

Lord Halsbury’s personal characteristics were 
wholly amiable. A familiar figure in social 
circles, he fulfilled numerous important public 
functions, and was popular among the many 
with whom he was brought, officially or other-: 
wise, into contact. He was President of the 
Royal Societv of Literature, Senior Grand 
Warden of English Freemasons, and, since 
1883, Constable of Launceston Castle. He was 
elected a Fellow of the Roval Society, and an 
Honorary Fellow of his old college, Merton. 
The University of Oxford conferred its degree 
of D.C.L. upon him in 1891, and in 1896 he 
became its High Steward. In 1908 the Uni- 
versity of Cambridge presentem him with its 
honorary degree of LL.D. 

Thouch by no means of imposine presence, 
Lord Halsbury presided with singular dignity 
over the House of Lords upon al! occasions, and 
always enjoyed the sincere respect of its mem- 
bers on both sides. He was twice married; 
first. in 1852, to Caroline (died 1873), daughter 
of C. O, Humphries: secondly, in 1874, to 
Wilhelmina, daughter of the late Henry 
Woodfall, Middlesex. He is succeeded by his 
only son, Viscount Tiverton, born June 20, 
1889. Lord Tiverton, who was educated at New 
Colleve, Oxford, contested Carmarthen Burghs 
in 1910.

THE GEDDES REPORT. 


The Geddes report is to be handed to the 
Chancellor bf the Exchequer on Thursday, and, 
though it is one of an interim character only, 
it will contain recomniendations of a very far- 
reaching nature. 

It has been said that the members of the 
Geddes Committee are at variance with the 
Government because their recommendations 
have not been carried out; but that is umtrue, 
for the recommendations have not yet: been 
presented, and, therefore, could scarcely be 
accepted or rejected. 

Whether the report will. be made public or 
not is unknown, but it is certain that there 
will be a demand for its publication once it 
is known that it has been presented.

Although the main current of editorial opinion 
is not yet apparent, it is evident that the four- 
Power agreement is generally welcome to 
American newspapers. The Herald, in a leading 
article, describes the treaty as a “ Gentlemen’s 
Agreement,’ adding that it. is big with promise 
in réepect of all other international problems, 
not alone for the four Powers now reaching 
understanding, but for the whole world.

DR, GREGG’S ADVICE TO 
CHURCHMEN. 
At the conclusion of his sermon in Baggot- 
rath Church, Dublin, vesterday, the Archbishop 
of Dublin spoke of the prospects of peace in 
Ireland. He said that in view of the remark- 
able unanimity with which the news had been 
received in Southern Jreland generally, he found 
it impossible to believe that the members of 
Parliament elected for constituencies in 
Southern Ireland, who will meet on Wednesday 
next, will refuse to accept the work of their 
plenipotentiaries. But until such acceptance 
has been officially registered, said the Arch- 
bishop, we must remember that Ireland has not 
signed its name to the contract. 

If Ireland as a whole had accepted the Union 
I cannot doubt, for my own part, that the 
Union was the wisest. system for us to live 
under. But Ireland did not continue satisfied 
under the Union, and so, when British states- 
men in growing numbers themselves began to 
condemn it, it was only a matter of time that 
what, has happened should happen. It was only 
natural that when, with the end of the war, 
the rights of small nations received recognition 
on the Continent, the same principle should 
operate with ‘particular intensity in connection 
with Ireland. We may regard this weck’s 
settlement as one of the direct results of the 
great war. ' 


LOYALTY AND GOOD-WILL. 


We may not all like the facts; many of us 
had no desire for a change of Constitution. But 
it will be our wisdom to acknowledge them, and 
reckon with them. Ireland in future must de- 
pend upon itself a great deal more than it has 
had to do. It concerns us all that 
we should have a strosgz, capable, and 
wise goverament. If we are badly governed 
the Irish people, and nobody else, are the 
losers. And, therefore, it concerns us all to 
offer to the Irish Free State, so shortly to be 
constituted, our lovaity and our good-will. — 

I believe that there is a genuine disposition 
on the part of those from whom we have so 
long differed in political outlook to make room 
‘for us, and to welcome our co-oreration. And 
we should be wrong, politically and religiously, 
to reject their advances,

A number of men, who are believed to 
be ‘inembers of the I.R.A., entered a house 
in North Thomas street, also in the dock 
district, and after cautioning the tenant 
against quarrelling with his father-in-law, 
they left.

A 
rumour obtained wide currency that a 
man had been shot dead, but investigation 
showed that there was no truth in it.

At Merton College he had a _ conspicuous 
career, and, possessing a distinctively legal turn 
of mind, he s called to the Bar in 1 while 
yet an underapaduate Criminal Law was his 
jorte. It affofded the fullest opportunities for 
his analvtical faculties, and he rapidly became 
one of the most successful rractitioners at the 
Central Criminal Court. 

He took silk in 1865, and amongst the remart- 
able trials in which. he was engaged was the 
Tichborne case, which lasted from 1871 to 1874— 
the longest trial known in England; and the 
Overend and Gurney case. 

Mr. Giffard was now at the head of his pro- 
fession, but he was still without a seat in Par- 
liament. Ile had already, in 1868, «msuccess- 
fully contested Cardiff in the Conservative in- 
terest. A second appeal to that constituéncy im 
1874 was attended by a like negative result. In 
1875 Mr. Disraeli came into power, .and by his 
appointment Mr. Giffard; who was then Chair- 
man of the Carmarthenshire Quarter Sessions, 
became Solicitor-General, receiving at the same 
time the customary knighthood. 


But he still lacked a seat, and it was not 
until 1877 that: he succeeded “in securin the 
suffrages of Launceston, a borough which he 
continued to 1epresent until the close of his 


career in the House of Commons, 
later. 
It had been a common saying, <Imost re- 


eight years 


garded as implying a fixed rule, that no 
criminal lawyer ever reached the Woolsack. 
It. remained, however, for Sir Hardinge 


Giffard to break it. His appointment as Lord 
Chancellor, in 1885, afforded general satisfac- 
tion; it was an admittedly fitting recognition of 
the great position to which he had attaimed by 
his personal efforts. On June 26, 1885, he was 
created Baron Halsbury, and took his place in 
the House of Lords. ; 
His first period of office as Chancellor was 
short, but he resumed the dignity in 1886, hold- 
ing it until 1892, and again from 1895 to 1905. 
Broken only by the brief Liberal Ministries of 
1886 and 1892-1895, his tenure es thus longer 
than that of any Lord Chancellof since the time 
of Lord Eidon im the early days of the nine- 
teenth century. On January 17, 1898, he was 
advanced in. the Peerage to the dignities of 
Viscount Tiverton and Earl of Halsbury/ 
LIFE UNDER FIVE SOVEREIGNS. 
Throughout the whole of his brilliant career 
at the Bar, Lord Halsbury's extraordinary 
grasp of legal principles, together with the rare 
intellectual power displayed in their application, 
placed him in the very front rank among con- 
temporary jurists. 
The same qualities, still more conspictously 
manifested after his accession to the Woglsack, 
secured for him an historic eminence among 
the Conservative Lord Chancellors of England. 
His cheonsierdllie tenacity of purpose was 
strikingly illustrated in dealing with the some- 
what vexed question of lend registration and 
transfer. 
The oldest ‘of -all Lord Chancellors, Lord Hals- 
bury was 85 years of age when he began the 
on the Throne, and Byron, Coleridge, and Sir 
published in twenty volumes, under the title 
“The Laws of England.” 
Few men have had the privilege of bestowing 
so much patronage as Lord Halsbury. During 
the period of his Lord Chancellorship he made 
seventeen judges in the Queen’s Bench Division, 
eight in the Chancery Division, and three in 
the Probate Division. 
During his long life, Lord Halsbury saw five 
Sovereigns succced to the Throne of Great 
Britain.

SON’S STORY OF TRAGIC 
DISCOVERY. 

At the inquest on Saturday at 
London, on Sir Arthur Pearson 
accidental death was returned. 

Sir Neville Pearson stated, that he had seen 
his father alive on Thursday night. He used to 
go to St. Dunstan’s every day. On Friday 
morning he was called to the bathroom, and saw 
his father in the bath. His head was completely 
submerged, and there was blobd on the nozzle 
of the tap. It was an enamelled bath, rather 
slippery. In fact, only the day befre he had 
mentioned that he had previously slipped in the 
bath. i 

Amy Campbell, Sir Arthur's secretarnv, said 
that Sir Arthur was a man who always liked to 
do things for himself. It was his custom to 
have breakfast at 8.30, but on Friday he did 
not come down, dnd after waiting for ten 
minutes, she went upstairs to see where be was. 
He was not in his dressing-room. She saw his 
body in the bath, which was full of water. 

i Sir Milsom Rees said he saw Sir Arthur lying 
with bis head under the water and face down- 
wards. The water was discoloured with blood, 
and there was also blood on the nozzle of the 
tap. There was a wound about an inch long 
on the right side of the forehead which could 
have been caused by Sir Arthur falling against 
the tap. He had obviously been stunned, as 
the body was in a restful position, and ap» 
parently had not moved after falling. Death 
had not taken place as the direct result of the 
blow, but from aspliyxia due to drowning.

GIRL’S STORY OF HOUSE. 
BURNING. 

At the Leinster Assizes at Green street Court 
house, Dublin, on Saturday, before the Lord 
Chief Justi¢e, a young woman named Bertha 
Mangan and Mrs. Isabella Clarke, both of 
Mullingar, were charged in connection with the 
feloniously setting on fire of a dwelling-house 
belonging to the last-named prisoner in the 
town of Roscommon, the object being, ae al- 
leged, to defraud certain persons in the matter 
of insurance. Mangan was charged with the 
eetting on fire of the premises, and the charge 
against Mrs. Clarke was inciting and procuring 

er to commit the offence. Mangan pleaded 
guilty. Mrs. Clarke, who pleaded not guilty, 
was put on trial. 

Mr. Denning. K.C., for the prosecution, gaid 
that the place was set on fire on September 14, 
but the attempt to burn. the house was not 
ayccessful. Mrs. Clarke had also a chop in 
Mullingar, and Mangan was in her employment. 
It was alleged that Clarke, who wanted the 
insurance money,. the premises having been in- 
sured for about £3,000, asked the girl to go and 
burn the -place 

Bertha Mangan stated that she went by train 
as far as Athlone, and then cycled to Roscom- 
mon. She brought a gallon of paraffin, and on 
arriving at the house weft in and sprinkled 
paraffin and put a match to it. “Th 
sort of explosion,” and she’ ran 
Clarke had previously asked to go and 
“do” for the house, and gave her nioney to 
get acan for the paraffin. She also gave her a 
box of matches, and to'd her to do her best. 

On her return io Mullingar, Mrs: Clarke 
said, ' Dy vou think “would it go ahead?” and 
witness replied * I don't know.” Whiness had 
no object of her own in burning the place. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Fitzggra'd Kenny, for 
the defence, the witness said that previously 
Mts. Clarke’s house in Roscommon had been 
terribly knocked about by raids, and ehe was 
aware that. Mrs. Clarke had been awarded £891 
by the County Court Judge for the damage. 

Mre. Clarke denied that the girl had any 
authority from her to set the house on fire. 

The prisoner was found guilty, and sentence 
was deferred until this morning.

KILLED BY ESCAPED 
FELLOW-CONVICT.

LITTLE ROCK, ARKANSAS. 

To be shot in the back and killed by one of 
his companions has been the fate of the 
notorious Tom Slaughter, an escaped murderer, 
and one of the most daring deseperadoes in the 
history of the South-West. 

Slaughter, who was under sentence of death, 
was killed in the woods north-west of Benton, 
where he and six other prisoners fled after hold- 
ing up the State Prison. Just before daybreak 
on Friday he feigned illness, and when the 
guard entered his cell Slaughter overpowered 
him, took his revolver, and then, with six other 
prisoners whom he cowed, he went through the 
building disarming and locking up other guards. 

Afterwards he proceeded to the home of the 
warden, inside’ the prison grounds, roused him 
and his family from their beds, and placed them 
in the cells. The bandit was complete master 
of the prison for several hours. 

With another white man, named Howard, who 
was serving a term of imprisonmeny for forgery, 
he left the prison in a motor car, and etarted 
for the hills, thirty miles distant. They. were 
accompanied by five negroes, nearly all of whom 
had committed murder. 

While the party was passing through Benton 
on its way to the hills one of the numerous 
posses which had been hastily summoned had 
a running fight with the bandite, in which one 
of the negroes was mortally wounded. / Near 
the hill country the oar was ditched and the 
bandits reached the woods on foot. They were 
surrounded there late in the evening. 

Slaughter was found dead, Howard having 
shot him in the back and head. By his side 
lay the negro whom the posse had ehot in the 
morning. Howard told his captors that he had 
waited all day to kill Slaughter. He eaid: 
“I left with the intention of killing him the 
first chance I got, ‘and | did.” All the escaped 
prisoners have been again  imprisoned.— 
(Reuter, )

CITY'S WATER SUPPLY 
ENDANGERED. 

County Court Jadge Bates on Saturday con- 
cluded the hearing of tha Belfast Water Gom- 
missioners’ claim for £15,000 compensation for 
damage done by fire io their waterworks ete., 
in the Silent Valley, Mourne Mountains, on the 
night of the 13th June. The evidence showed 
that the valve-house, bungalow, and two semi- 
detached lodges for the use of the staff were 
either wholly destroyed or damaged by a 
malicious fire, and that an attempt had been 
made to blow up an embankment in order to 
destroy the water supply. The attempt failed 
because the gelignite Mlew outwards instead of 
mwards, Between eight and ten empty petrol 
tins were found in the déhyris of the houses. An 
atiempt had also been made to interrupt the 
supply of water to Belfast by the sinking of 
three bags of cement in the conduit well leading 
to the supply pipes. > s 

The Attorney-General, in his statement of the 
ease for ithe Commissioners, said that corre- 
spondence had been intercepted by the military 
or police which showed that the Sinn Fein 
authorities or the I.R.A. had intended to aitack 
the works, and the Water (Commissioners 
applied for and were promised protection, 
which, however, was not forthcoming in time. 

Mr. F. D. McCullough, the*Engineer to the 
Commissioners, said that the original contract 
for the valve well-house was £113.000. He 
estimated the damage at £14,837 13s. ld 
, Cross-examined by Mr. Williamson for the 
County Council, the witness said that tenders 
had been invited for the making of a huge dam 
across the mouth of the acqueduct, which would 
give them 85 feet of water for three-quarters of 
a mile up the valley, and when that was dons 
the valve-house would be submerged. 

The judge announced that he would make a 
personal inspection of the place, and that he 
would reserve his decision till the - January 
Sessions. :

FIVE PRISONERS REMANDED. 


At a special court in Derry on Saturday, 
before Mr. Sparrow, R.M., Joseph. Lavery, 
James Campbell, Joseph McGuinness, William 
O'Kane, and John Callaghan, who are charged 
by District Inspector Cahill with having, on 
the morning of .the 2nd-December, assisted a 
number of prisoners in Derry Jail in an at- 
tempt to break prison, and also with the wilful 
murder of Constable Michael’ Gorman and 
Special Constable William Lyttle, were re- 
manded for a week. 

Mr. J, G. O'Kane, who appeared for the 
prisoners, said that as no evidence had been 
given in support of the charge he objected to a 
remand. He submitted that, in any event, the 
charge of murder should be withdrawn. 

District Inspector Cahill said that at the 
present etage he could not withdraw the charge. 


CHEQUE CHARGE. 


At a special court in Monaghan R.I.C. 
Barrack on Saturday, Michael Hughes, who had 
been charged and remanded in éustody with 
forging and cashing-a cheque for £120 in the 
name of Arthur Hamilton, was returned for 
trial to the Quarter Sessions.

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TRINITY COLLEGE AND THE 
IRISH TREATY. 
LETTER FROM MR. CULVERWELL,

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Str,—In connection with the resolution passed 
by the Governing Body of ‘Trinity. College 
to-day, it may interest your readers to recall 
. what ogcurred on the introduction of the Home 
Rule Att of 1914. The bill was. introduced 
without any clause protecting the College, and 
when the members of the staff learnt that the 
Governing Body had requested Mr. Campbell, 
M.P., to move an amendment, the effect of 
which was to place the College beyond the 
power of the proposed Irish Legislature, making 
it in effect a British colony in Ireland, they 
held a joint meeting of Fellows and Professors, 
and, by a large majority, affirmed their strong 
disapproval of the amendment, their opinion 
being that they preferred to trust their fellow- 
countrymen, and in any case would rather take 
whatever came to' them as Irishmen than re- 
main under any other Government than that of 
their own country, Nevertheless, the Governing 
Body persisted. 

Now, mark the resu!t. On Mr. Campbell 
moving his amendment, which was expected to 
be a very contentious one, the leader of the 
Irish majority, then Mr. Redmond, hailed the 
action of the staff as a spiendid augury for the 
future of ireland, and said that, as proof that 
the confidence of the staff in the Irish majority 
was not misplaced, he and his party would at 
once accept the amendment. 

The parallel is not exact. Tt 
Governing Body which, before Wednesday's 
momentous decision has been reached, has taken 
the initiative among Southern Unionist bodies 
in throwing whatever weight it possesses in the 
scale of acceptance of the treaty -which places 
ifs own interests and those of Southern 
Unionists under the Irish majority. On all 
fours with Mr. Redmond’s action, we have Mr. 
Griffith's published assurances to Southern 
Unionists, given in the same. spirit as Mr. 
Redmond’s.—-Yours, eic.,

CANCER IN IRELAND. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 
Sin,—lI feel it my duty, as Honorary Secre- 
tary to the Society. for the Prevention ‘and 
Relief of Cancer, to draw attention to the letter 
which appeared in your columns he 10th 
inst., Written by Mr. Davidson. Your cor- 
respondent seems to hold the opinion that the 
propagation of knowledge concerning this 
disease would tend to have. a deleterious effect 
the public mind; he emphasises the hor- 
nature of -the disease and characterises 
literature dealing with jit as “ morbid.” It is 
obvious that Mr. Davideon has not read the 
literature which has been published under the 
auspices of the Society for the Prevention and 
Relief of Cancer; otherwise he would have 
léarned that the primary object of these 
publications is confined to the giving of pre- 
ventive advice, and the greatest possible 
emphasis is laid upon the necessity for consult- 
ing expert Opinion immediately upon the ap- 
pearance of certain signals of the disease. The 
necessity for such an educational propaganda is 
beyond doubt when it is clearly recognised that 
cancer, being as yet a mystery to medical 
science, calls more imperatively than any other 
disease for the adoption of prophylactic treat- 
ment. How can this be done except by educa- 
tion of the public? . . 
France, England, America, Canada; and other 
countries have taken up-this subject, and by 
the establishment of leagues and societies, 
whose membership is largely recruited from the 
public, concerted efforts are being made to 
teach the world the salient facts of this disease. 
The Society for the Prevention and Relief of 
Cancer, which has been established in Ireland 
for the purpose of carrying out the same objects 
as the kindred societies in other parts of the 
world, feels confident that a great work can be 
done in Ireland. It does not agree with Mr. 
Davidson or with anyovie who submits that the 
dissemination of such literature ie harmful, in- 
asmuch as we are convinced that Irishmen and 
Irishwomen ‘are not any more neurotic or 
introspective than Frenchmen, Englishmen, or 
Americans. May I add that our Society has 
allied itself with the Cancer Research Fund 
(Ireland), so that the work of education and 
scientific examination may go hand in hand ?—
